No one question is commanding 
auch widespread interest in all coun- 
tries as the 
rates of international exchange. It 
is a problem which first engaged the 
attention of and govern- 
ments. Soon, however, it called for 
the careful consideration of all mer- 
cantile houses, manufacturers, and 
others engaged in large enterprises 
doing an international business. Now 
it is a matter of concern to. cvery 
individual purchaser. It has now 
reached that acute stage where it is 
influencing politics, international and 
domestic, and is vitally affecting — all 
channels of trade and: commerce. In 
the newspaper press, reviews, and in 
private conversation it has eclipsed 
even discussions of the Peace Treaty 
and the League of Nations. 

So -far as Canada is concerned, our 
money is at a premium in practically 
every country but the United States,

count. British money is at a dis- 


ty to a total of one billion dollars 


the United States what we owe it, 
either in gold or in goods. In oH 


three years 1917, 1918 and 1919 Can- 
ada bought goods from the United 


in excess of the value of the goods 
sold by us to the States. Notwith- 
standing this heavy debt to the Unit- 
ed States, the Amefican Exchange 
National Bank of NewYork estim- 
ates that Canada has a favorable bal- 
ance with the whole world of 
$500,000,000 

In the meantime, and until Canada 
can collect from other countries, there 
is only one of two ways, or a com- 
bination of both, whereby Canada can 
right her balance with the United 
States. (1) By buying less from the 
United States than in the past, and 
buying more at home and from Great | 
Britain, France and other countries; 
and (2) by producing in Canada in lar- 
ger quantities those things which the 
United States will buy from us, and

Home Rule Bill 


London,—The bill for Irish home 
tule. long promised by the govern- 
ment, was presented in the House of 
Commons here. The first reading was 
of the title alone, and was a mere 
formality, preliminary to taking up 
the measure proper. 

The present bill, it is understood, 
adheres fairly closely to the measure 
as outlined by Premier Lloyd George 
in the House on December 22 last. 
The government project centres on 
setting up two parliaments in Ire- 
land, one. for the south and one for 
the ‘north. 

Home" rule, as the government 
hopes to give it to Ireland, is based 
primarily upon the declaration of the 
Premier in his December speech that 
Great Britain cannot accept separa- 
tion, but the largest opportunity will} 
be given to the Irish people to unite 
on ‘the constitution of parliament. in 
the course of time, which will em- 
brace Ireland as a whole. 

For the north of Ireland the area 
embraced will probably include the 
six counties mentioned by the Pre- 
mier in his original outline, with pos- 
sibly some slight modifications, as a 
consequence of which the northern 
parliament will be a very much smal- 
ler body than the southern organiza- 
tion. 

One of the fundamental features of 
the bill has always been a_ council 
representing the two parliaments, and 
it is understood that this-council will 
derive its powers from the two bodies 
which will be responsible for its se- 
lection. The proposed legislatures 
will have extensive powers, and also 
representation in the imperial parlia- 
ment. 

Such matters as_ education, local 
government, agriculture, transporta- 
tion, municipal affairs, insurance and 
the collection of taxes will be under 
the control of these two legislatures, 
while matters of more serious import 
to the empire, such as foreign affairs, 
defence, navigation and the higher 
judiciary, are reserved for the deci- 
sion of the imperial government. 

Mr. Lloyd George announced that 
the proceeds of land annuities in Ire- 
land. would be given as a free gift to 
the two parliaments, and estimated 
that this would amount to 3,000,000 
pounds for the year. This sum, or 
other industrial provision, will be 
made for the maintenance of the par- 
liaments, if the government’s bill is 
accepted,

B. C.’s Pulp and 
Paper Industry 


Now Producing About Seven Million 
Tons of Paper Annually 


British Columbia is now producing 
645 tons of paper daily, or about seven 
million tons annually, Eleven years 
ago the province was not producing 
any paper at all. The progress that 
has been made in the last cleven years 
is being niaintained, so that during the 
next few years a considerable increase 
in the pulp and paper industry of the 
province may be looked for. 

British Columbia produces fourteen 
per cent, of the pulp and paper manu- 
factured in Canada—the second larg- 
est paper producing country in the 
world—at the present time, being the 
third largest producing province, fol- 
lowing Quebec with 24,000,000 tons 
and Ontario with 21,000,000 tons an- 
nually, 


INFLUENZA HAS 
LATER DANGERS 


Particular Care Needed When Patient 
Is Convalescent, Says 
Expert 

The influenza convalescent who has 
apparently recovered from the disease 
and is yet in a strangely weak and de- 
pressed condition should be the object 
of particular care, according to Dr. 
Louis I. Harris, director of the Bu- 
reau of Preventable Diseases of the 
New York Health Department. In 
the opinion of Dr. Harris, the after 
care of the influenza patient is most 
important. The co-operation of the 
patient, coupled with the willingness 
to see that the weaknéss and depres- 
sion are a part of the illness, though 
coming after the disease itself has 
spent its force, is a big factor in effect- 
ing a complete return to full health. 
On the other hand, the determination 
to ignore this debilitated condition 
and to fight against it will, Dr, Harris 
says, frequently bring serious conse- 
quences upon the patient. 

After Effects Bad 

“The subject of the after effects of | 
influenza,” said Dr. Harris, “is one of 
particular interest to the scientist at 
the present time. 

“First, and perhaps the most mo- 
mentous condition to be considered, is 
the striking depression, mental, ner- 
vous, and physical, complained of by 
most patients. Those attacked by the 
disease with moderate severity are al- 
most, always afflicted with this de- 
pression, which should be recognized 
and dealt with. Those who have had 
mild cases of the epidémic are little 
affected by depression, and their quick 
return to health and strength gives 
rise to the belief that influenza is 
trivial, On the contrary, influenza in 
its after effects is anything but triv- 
ial, and calls for the application of 
rules of common sense and sanitation 
which are the fruit of years of ex- 
perience, 

“Tonic treatment, well chosen diet, 
and great care in not becoming over- 
tired or allowing the body to be chill- 
ed are necessary. Eggs may be eaten, 
but not more than two a day, for the 
average adult. Of course, it must be 
remembered: that in many cases this 
disease tends to direct its force 
against the kidneys, and therefore we 
instruct patients to avoid eating a 
great amount of meat, eggs, or beef 
extracts. Eggs, soft boiled, poached, 
or beaten, raw, are advisable in lim- 
ited number, The raw eggs should 
always be well agitated before taking. 

When Good Food Is Bad 

“With mitk and eggs as a founda- 
tion, the patient should eat good nour- 
ishing food, including meat, fish and 
vegetables, simply prepared, Frying, 
for instance, is out of the question, 
Good food prepared in an unassimil- 
able manner becomes bad food; espe- 
cially is this to be noted in cases of 

nvalescence from influenza, for the 
disease often manifests itself in 
vomiting, and in intestinal and gas- 
tric disturbances, and it is important 
not to weaken the digestive function 
by the eating of poorly prepared food, 
or even the best of food in ill-advised 
quantitics. The quantitative distribu- 
tion of foodstuffs should be so ad- 
justed as not to overtax the stomach, 
but the patient should eat generously 
and frequently.”
